An Outline of the profefional Charafer and Condu& of the late 
much-lamented Admiral Kempenfelt. 

HIS much-lamented officer was the fon of Licutenant-co- 

lone! Kempenfelt, who, though a native of Sweden, at- 
tained that rank in the Britifh fervice ; and is faid to have been 
the fame officer who is charatterifed in the Spe€tators under the 
name of Captain Seatry.— Having been employed in the fer- 
vice of James II. he for fome time followed the fortunes of 
that unfortunate monarch; bat being rcitored to his rank by 
Queen Anne, he died Lievtenant-governor of Jerfey, in the 
reign of the firlt King George. 

He left two fens and two daughters, of whom Guftavus 
Adolphus Kempenfelt, Efg; formerly a Captain in the army, 
furvives, but as unmarried, as was his late excellent brother. 

"The Admiral was born in Weftmin{ter about the year 1757, 
and entered into the naval fervice at-a very early age; in which 
bis rife was by no means tapid, which may be attributed wholly 
w the d'fiiculty of obtaining rank in that tervice, attet the peace 
of 8748 for his abilities in the hne of his profeiion were al- 
ways confpicdous changh to have catitied him to preferment, 
if any promotions had taken places 
But foon afier the commencement of the wat of F755, he

: feeceeded to a command 3 and-en the rth of Janwaty 1757, 


he was advanced to the rank of # Po!t Captain, and appointed 











to the Elizabeth, a fhip af the line, in which Conimodore Stc- 
Vs. hoifted Wis pendant, and took the command of a fquadron 
forthe, Eaft-Indies, where he’ remained feveral years, and 
ieeved with diftinguithed reputation in three tevcral aGions with 
she Trench fleet, in each of whichhe fought his fhip againtt an

gallanety, when the sardinefs.of others prevented his reaping the 
fruits of At in.vidtories which he fo wel: deferved. 

in the blockade of Ponditherty, he rendered the moft'im- 
porwnt-ferviees-to: his country ; and when on the death of Mr | 


Rear- Admiral)-in. 17695 the command devolved on Admiral 
Cornith, and the expedition againft;Manilla was undertaken, he 
had agait.the honour to carry this Admiral’s flag, and tv con- 
tribute, in a very eminent degree, tothe reduétion of that place. 

After,the peace of +762, he retired from the fervice; and 
being without fimily-connedtions, {pent fome part ef every year 
upon, the Continent ;. and in fome of thefe excurfions vifited 
moft of the naval ports of France, with a view to make fuch 
obfervations as, if they did not add to his own ftock of profef- 
fional knowledge, might at Jeatt prove advantageous information 
to his country. 

But-when che commencement of the prefent troubles ftamp- 
ed too.high.a value on his-abiljties to duffer them to be buried 
in retirement, he again embarked i the caufe of his country, 
afd took the command of a fhip of the linc. 

"Fie extent of his knowledge as a fea-officer, may be in fome 
megafure collected from bis having been folicited to a& as Firft 
Captain of the flag-ffip, im the great fleets fucceflavely com- 
manded by Admirals Hardy, Geary, and Darby ; and how well 
he acquitted himfelf in this capacity, may be gathered from the 
earnettnefs with whidh-each fucceflor to this great command fo- 
licited the coatinuance of Captain Kempenfek in the fame fta- 
tion, though they might be fuppofed ‘to have friends of theix 
own, to whom his ‘merit ofly could give him preference. 

“In thé dly command a3-an'Admiral, which his fhort en- 
joyment of that rank permitted him to execute, his conduct was 
fuch as might have been expected from am officer fo ju{thy re- 
fpected. Having fallen in with a very fuperior force of the e- 
nemy, under Monfieur de Guichen, he contrived, by an exer- 
rion of fuperior {kill, to, feparate the eanvoy from the hips of 
war ; and, by the capture of the latter, fruflrated the defigns of 
France, rendered their expedition abortive, and fecured a fupe- 
riority to the Britifh flag in the Eaft-Indies, which the arrival 
of this fleet in that quarter af the world would have sendered 
extremely precarious.’ ° 

His private characteris reported, by thofe who were ho- 
noured with his intimacy, to have been, i all refpects, equal to 
that public one for which his untimely death is fo univerfally 
regretted. He was a favourite with every Britith feaman, a- 
thong whom we may venture to reckon many of the befl hearts 
in the world ; he was beloved by his friends, among whom we 
may be fureé none were to be found who were not well worthy 
chat diftinguifhed honour; and he is fincercly lamented by every 

ran who feels for the welfare of hts country, which has recei- 
ved a very fevere wound in the lofs of one of her braveft, ableft, 
and mott virtuous defenders. 

Admiral Kempenfelt,~at the time of that unfortunate acci- 
dent, which has drawn tears from the eyes of the whole nation, 
was about 65 years of age, of a {tout and athletic make, and 
bleffed with a: conftitution which might have permitted him to 
afford to his country the fervice of many. years.
